The five suc- 
ceeding census. reports verified his predictions 
with such remarkable accuracy that many peo- 
ple began to look upon him as an oracle, or credit 
him with clairvoyant: powers. Mr. Watson's 
method was very simple, however ; it was noth- 
ing more. nor less than the application of the 
“Rule of Three,” taking the ratio of increase 
from the first census of 1790 to his own time as 
the standard) of comparison.

remained about the same for the first seventy 


1860 to 1870 was about 4,000,000 less than it 
would have been had the preceding ratio held 
good. Of this, a loss of 1,765,000 is directly at- 


tributed to the War of the Rebellion. That 
is, Mr. “Walker estimates, this number to 
be the direct losses by wounds or diseases, 
through the retardation ef increase in the col- 
ored population by reason of privations, ex- 
posures, and excesses incident to a change of 
condition, and the check given to immigration 
by the existence of war. To this must be added 
the reduction of the birth-rate by the withdrawal 
of able-bodied men from their homes, whieh, by 
an interesting process, Mr. Walker estimates to 
have been about 780,000. Together, then, the 
war cannot account for decrease of more than |

Curious persons may use Mr. Walker's con- 
servative estimate to forecast the probable pop- 
ulation of Chicago in 1900. The population of 
Chicago in 1860 was something over 109,000 ; in 
1870, it was, according to the United States cen- 
sus, about 300,000. This is a ratio of increase of 
about 260 per cent. The ratio of increase in 
the population of the United States was 33 
per cent prior to the taking of the last census. 
The population of the country is now 40,000,000, 
in round numbers. Mr. Walker, with superior 
facilities for making the calculation, estimates 
that the population of the country will be 75,000, - 
000 in the year 1900. As the whole thing is pure 
guesswork, there ig room for amount of 
speculation on the subject. Y 
THE KELSEY CASE. 

The Kelsey murder, at Huntington, Long Il - 
and, promises to be one of the most interesting, 
and, at the same time, curious, cases which has 
ever come the criminal courts of this 
country. It has already attracted as much at-. 
‘tention as the Colt or Webster murder, and 
has developed from a local event into one of 
such comprehensive importance as to attract 
| the comments and theories of all the law jour- 
nals and nearly all the leading papers of the 
country. At Huntington, the affair has com- 
pletely revolutionized society. It has arrayed 
one half the town against the other, in the 
most bitter manner, and has even entered into 
politics, and become a localism. 

The principal figure in the supposed tragedy 
is Charles G. Kelsey, who was a resident of 
Huntington, and the events which have trans- 
spired, whether they are comedy, farce, or 
tragedy, grew out of his relations with one Julia

THE COTTON CROP OF 1872.3. 

The cotton year begins on the ist of Septem- 
ber, and clodes on the 3ist of August. The 
crop of 1872-"3 includes all gathered after Sept. 
1, 1872, which is supposed to be ail brought to 
market before the end of August, 1873. The 
crop of 1872, from the returns and accounts 
carefully kept during the year, shows a yield of 
8,930,508 bales; the exports being 2,679,996 
bales, and the home consumption 1,201,127; 
stock on hand, 90,989 bales, The returns show 
the changes that are taking place in the cotton 
trade. In former years, all the cotton grown in 
the United States has found its way to 
the nearest Atlantic port, and thence by ocean 
to its place of destination, whether in Europe or 
in New England. During the year just closed 
402,296 bales have been transported overland 
from the cotton fields to the manufacturers’ 
mills, The year before, the overland shipment 
was 942,186 bales.
